LABORITES-TO GO 
SLOW IN BRITAIN 


Do Not Want Responsibility 
of Government 


Organization Stilt Is Weak, 
Leaders Realize 


Party to Be Contented, With 


(mY c CLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

LONDON, ril §85.—Now that 
the Labor party's first fine frenzy 
over defeat of the Tory govern- 
ment has subsided, it is in order to 
ask the question—what is it all 
about? As was but naturel in the 
heat of Parliamentary ‘strife, the 
Bonar Law forces in the House of 


Commons minimized the signifi- 
cance of the action through which 
their leadership was repudiated 
by a majority of seven votes—145 
to 138. Similarly the Laborites, 
ae in their dest triu over 

© Tories, were prone attach 
an importance to 
their coup. 

To be sure it was only a snap 
vote. But whatever its significance 
in the broader aspects of English 
politics, for the time being ft 
demonstrated the super-organiza- 
tion of the Laborites. They caught 
the Tories mapping and admin- 
istered a humiliating rebuke which 
no amount of sophistry can ex- 

away. 

It is just such = coup d'etat as 
has been awaited ever since Ram- 
say MacDomald assumed command 
of the Labor forces. Its immedi- 
ate effect was to force the govern- 
ment to take cognizance of the ap- 
peal of ex-soldiers for relief from 
friends civil service against 
which th protest. In heeding 
this protest the government exe- 
cuted an about face as a result 


In its broader significance, this 
tempest—whether in a teapot or in 
a cauldron—does not necessarily 
mean that the fall of the Bonar 
Law government is imminent de- 
spite the fact that the Premier 
has encountered tough sledding 
ever since his accession to power. 
How long Bonar Law will remain 
at the helm constitutes one of 
those speculative. questions in 
which one man's guess is as good 
as another's. 

But one thing is certain and that 
is thoughtful members of the 
Labor party aie in no haste to 
take voer the responsibilities of 
government. Ramsay MacDonald 
ie probably as agile and as re- 
sourceful a parliamentarian as 
there is In the Commons. No one 
realizes better than he the need 
of organizing end disciplining the 
144 members who leok to him for 
leadership and whose political, 
social and economic opinions em- 
brace about all the schools of 
thought which have considered the 
whole range of human  govern- 
ment. There is much work to be 
done before this polyglot member- 
ship can be welded into a cohesive 

nit.committed to a definite pro- 
gram. 

Of course, as the official oppost- 
tion, Labor may be called upon 
any time to form a government, 
but if ite political future is to be 
determi by the ortierly process 
of evolution, Labor is quite con- 
tent to let yet another election 
pass by before it musters sufficient 
strength to constitute the majority 
Commons. Premature success 
might easily precipitate a defeat 
which would be disastrous to all 
that Labor stands for decades to 
come, 


LET PREMIER GO AHEAD 

Thus, a thoughtful element sees 
the advantage of letting the coun- 
try have a thorough trial of Bonar 
Law's policy of “peace and tran- 
quillity.” They want the public te 
be placed in a position to judge 
thoroughly the merits of the pre» 
ent government's remedies for 
dealing with 1,500,000 jobless men, 
a number which may be doubled 
by strikes pending or impending 


agriculturistg and the 
trades. 

Then there Is the Ruhr question, 
involving ultimately perhaps the 
peace of Europe and the world. 
If one would believe Mr. Asquith, 
Bonar ‘Law's policy toward that 
problem is one of “benevolent im- 
patience””’ What Labor means to 
do is to attract to its standard an 
increasing number of supporters 
from the English middle 
class. The party will make an 
earnest bid to show the iddle 
class that ite destiny lies inevitably 
with the toilers, and for the pres- 
ent the party's policy ll be to 

the campaign to oe 
larize such issues and national 
tion and capital fevy, and tte leg- 
islative effort will be found im 
the continued advocacy of abolli- 
tion of private enterprise. 


ACTIVE MINORITY 

The leaders will urge this pro- 
gram in the Commons against what 
they call Mr. Bonar Law's nega- 
tive policy in meeting great issues 
and eradicating the abuses of pres- 
ent-day society. They will continue 
to clamor about the inadequate 
policy of the Tory government and 
to hold up Bonar Law as the great 
exemplar of negation. To Labor 
nothing would be more disastrous 
than che. assumption of power be- 
fore Mr. ‘Bonar Law and his co- 
horts have had a fair opportunity 
to tackle the present problems of 
England and Europe with such a 
program as they may evolve. 

The all-important question to be 
determined in the future will be 
the line-up of the Liberal party, 
now dividing its allegiance between 
Lioyd George and Asquith. The 
latter has surned al! overtures from 
Lioyd George looking to reunion. 
Will there be, then. a coalition be- 
tween Liberals @nd Labor against 
the Tories, or between Liberals and 
Conservatives against Labor? Who 
ean say whether Liberalism wilt 
swing to the left or to the right? 
Or will Lioyd George, frozen out of 
both campa, form a center party? 

For the present) at least, there 
is no prospect of Libe reunion, 
and if Lieyd George gall and 
wormwood to Asquith, he is like- 
wise regarded with the utmost gus- 
picion by the Laboritea. They . 
if they entered into any kind of an 
alliance with the Welshman, they 
would disappear altogether as a 
potent force, with little left to 
identify them except a smile on the 
face of the late head of the coa- 
lition government.

NEW YORK, April 25.—With to- 
day's stock market moving in a 
narrow orbit and as a rule chang- 
ing little for the day, a larger share 


of financial Interest than has been 
usual of late was directed to the 
movement of foreign exchange and 
foreign government bonds. The 
franc moved sharply up again; at 
6.80 cents, it was practically back 
at the price which was quoted 
when the Paris conference broke 
up at the end of the first week 
January. At London also French 
exchange went today to the best 
price since January 15. 
day’s rate of 68.15 franca, sterling 
had gone in the early days of 
February to 80 france; today it 
was back at 68.490. 

Paris exchange was the point 
atrength: the changes 
in other rates were in fact trregu- 
lar, with sterling down 6-8 cent 
further te the lowest prine® since 
9 cents below the 
year’s best rate, reached Feb- 
ruary. This movement of Merling 
remains something of a mystery, 
except in so far as the year's ear- 
lier strength may have under- 
rated the burden which the $89,- 
500,000 semiannual payments on 
the British government's American 
debt was likely te impose, But 
even the foreign trade position 
has been moving slightly against |

even of 1921. This divergent 
movement of French and German 
exchange possibly deprives the rise 
in frances of some of its significance 
as foreshadowing an early settie- 
ment with Germany.
